UP TO DEMOCRATS 


'Supreme Court Looms, But 


Party Must Furnish 


Own Criticism

WASHINGTON.—(^)—If the second 


Roosevelt administration is to have 
stout opposition in the new congress, 
much of it must stem from its own 
record-break ing party strength in both 
bouses. 


For there will not be enough Repub- | 


lican votes in either house or senate 
to provide that opposition upon which 
the framers of the constitution relied 
for the evolving < f l< gislation by com- 
promise. 


The lines of cleavage over some 


Roosevelt policies in the latter part of 
his first term frequently ran within 
rather than between the two major 
party groups. 


Voting Strength A Question 


The voting strength, particularly in 


the house, of Townscnd pension plan 
indorsees as well us those Republicans 
and Democrats who were supported 
by Father Coughlin's national union 
for social justice remains to be de- 
termined. The President might have 
to reckon with pressure blocs of all 
kinds in .shaping his legislative pro- 
gram. 


New Dealers have interpreted the 


re-election triumph as a vote of ap- 
proval for a Roosevelt policy designed 
to occupy a "broad middle ground" 
between an qxtremc right and an ex- 
treme left in national political thought. 


In both of his campaigns he repeat- 


edly described his course as being 
"•straghP- iihcacl." his intimates Irc- 
qucntly have elaborated on those state- 
ments by pointing out that if such a 
course were planned on a wide-enough 
basis it would leave the extreme con- 
servatives and the ultra-radicals too 
far apart for any effective political co- 
operation. 


Pledged Continued Reform 


In the campaign Mr. Roosevelt did 


not specifically outline his program 
for a second term. But he answered 
Governor Landon's demand that he 
disclose his intentions with regard to 
revial of NRA and AAA with the dec- 
laration: 


"Of course, we will continue to seek 


to improve working conditions for the 
workers of America—to reduce hours 
that are overlong, to increase wages 
that spell starvation, to end child labor 
and to wipe out sweatshops. 


"Of course we will continue every 


effort to support collective bargaining, 
to stop unfair competition and to abol- 
ish dishonorable trade practices. For 
all these we have only just begun to 
fight." 


Court Large Factor 


Will President Roosevelt's fight for 


some of these objectives bring him 
into head-on collision with a supreme 
court majority? The court looms large 
as a second-term factor on the basis of 
possible further invalidation of first- 
term New Deal legislation, .such as 
the Wagner labor act, and its attitude 
on measures passed by the new con- 
gress which might be challenged in 
the courts. 


The judicial checks on legislative ac- 


tion remains. Probably only a slow 
process of constitutional amendment, 
of which there are at present no defi- 
nite signs, could remove that check. 


Immediately confronting 
the new 


congress will be the question of re- 
issuing to the President those extraor- 
dinary powers over the currency and i 
the revision of international trade re-' 
lalioiiships upon which the reciprocal 
pacts and international exchange sta- 
bilisation efforts are based. 


These exceptional Presidential pow- 


ers expire within 30 days to six months 
from the first of the year. That the 
new congress with its huge Democratic 
majorities would refuse to grant a re- j 
quest by the President for extension 
is considered unlikely. 


New Cabinet Due 


Another important second-term prob- 


lem for the President is the make-up 
of the new cabinet. For months rum- 
ors have been flyiny that wholesale 
changes in the Roosevelt cabinet cir- 
cles would mark the second inaugu- ': 
ration.

Tax Forms Arrive Here 


Tax forms for the federal govern- 


ment's social security program reach- 
ed Hope employers in Wednesday 
morning's mail. 


Bearing the title, "Annual Return 


of Excise Tax on Employers of Eight 
or More Individuals," the tax form 
and a check, either for the whole 
amount of the tax or the first quartet 
of it, must be filed with the collector 
of internal revenue at Little Rock not 
later than January 31, 1937. 


The employer must pay one per cent 


on all wages paid out during 1936, and 
another one per cent will be collected 
from employes for the same period: 


The reference to a "J900000 loss for*. 


Arkansas" contained; in the dispatch 
about Senator Thompson, from 
etteville, refers to .the federal 
vision that wherever ..a state 
ment ht'i R'f own i&ez&l securit 
federal government will allow 90 _ 
cent credit to the taxpayer on money 
paid to the state government. 


Tax authorities assert that in. the 


absence of any state setup Arkansas 
employers and employes will pay in 
to the federal government 100 per 
cent of their assessment without any 
provision for drawing down benefits. 


S'tate governments having such a 


setup, however, will claim. 90 per cent 
of the tax, and will provide machinery 
for disbursing.benefits as well as col- 
lecting the tax.

See to it that his eyes are not wiped 


with a towel used by all. the children 
in school or by all the family at home. 


There should be no hooks, door- 


Steps, or other projections placed at 
the level of the child's eye in the wall 
If these are placed near the floor or 
above the level of the child's eye, he 
is not likely to have his eye punctur- 
. ed by a hook or a nail, 
i' Because- of the nature of the con- 
, struction of the eyes, there are sev- 


eral disturbances of vision which are 
not actual defects, but merely tricks 
of eye function. 


If you look up at the sky. or look 


suddenly at a white ceiling, after the 
.eyes have been closed, you will prob- 
»aply notice a number of minute specks 
that seem to move before the eye. 
These specks are the blood corpuscles 
moving' in the smallest blood vessels 
at the back of the eyes. 


If the heart beats faster because of 


exercise, the blood corpuscles will 
move faster and the specks which rep- 
resent the corpuscles will also be seen 
, to move faster. 


When we look at-bright lights at 


Anight, street lamps, for example, they 


i seem to be surrounded by areas 


of color or colored rings—blue on the 


f inside and red on the outside. This 
is not an eye disturbance. 
These 


colors are due to the tissues and the 
cornea being of the eye. the cornea 
being the membrane over the eye. 
The tissues are not seen in ordinary 
light. 


When the eye is irritated or threat- 


ened, we blink. The blinking' sensa- 
tion is a protective mechanism. For 
every human being there is apparent- 
ly a regular blinking rate. 


If you try to hold your eyes still 


without blinking, you will find that 
within 10 to 20 seconds the desire to 
blink is almost uncontrollable. You 
may then keep from blinking for a 
few moments, but eventually you will 
have to blink. 


The average man blinks every 2V. 


seconds. If he gets angry, he may do 
so every second. Some people form a 
habit of blinking more rapidly when 
they speak. If the attention is fixed, 
blinking will occur less frequently 
than at other times. 


In a reading room it was found that 


women would blink every five sec- 
onds and men every 11.2 seconds. Ap- 
parently women are not able to fix 
their attention as definitely as do men. 


Irritation of the eye from smoke 


may also increase blinking.

Mind Sometimes Overactive 


It takes the high-strung, easily-excit- 


ed child longer to rest than it does 
the easy-going phlegmatic one. The 
"lazy" child is a better "rester" than 
his energetic brother. Walter, the de- 
liberate one, will fall asleep at once, 
while Tommy will either lie and think, 
He and toss, or get up and get five 
drinks of water. Maybe he will sneak 
a book to bed. At any rate, in various 
ways he is getting his mind ready for 
Sometimes this takes hours. 


The conscious mind of the nervously 


active child is slow to give up to its 
hold on him. Until he is completely 
relaxed, sleep won't come. It is lost 
time. Tommy is not actually getting 
his quota of real sleep at all. 


Another reason for this morning 


drowsiness is auto-intoxication. Chil- 
dren, as well as adults, can generate 
certain poisons in their systems, from 
a mistake in diet, or improper elimina- 
tion. Or from some source of infec- 
tion. When these self-generated poi- 
sons are absorbed into the blood- 
stream during sleep, there is a ten- 
dency to go on sleeping indefinitely. 


If Kitty, for example, is not quite 


as well as she might be, I would lay 
her morning tardiness to something of 
the sort. She might seem to be per- 
fectly wide awake and alert during 
the day, and up to the second she goes 
to bed. But activity in some way 
keeps poisons from being absorbed to 
any great degree. Slumber gives a 
better chance. If Kitty gives you any 
reason to think she is not to well, and 
sleeps beyond reason, I think the mys- 
tery needs clearing up by a doctor.

Some children are congenitally lazy;

$3), Stefan Zwcig comments obliquely 
on the Hitler-Mussolini theory of gov- 
ernment by going buck 40(1 years and 
having a look at what happened in 
Geneva under that dour clergyman, 
John Calvin. 


Calvin ran a tight theocracy and in- 


sisted that all men think as he thought. 
One Servelus differed on what today 
seems an obscure point of doctrine. 
Calvin had him burned at the stake. 


Into the fray, at that point, came the 


hero of this book—Sebastian Castellio, 
u comparatively obscure professor at 
Basel. Castellio fought Calvin with his 
pen; and, fighting him, expressed per- 
fectly the plea for freedom of the hu- 
man spirit. 


Burning a man ut the stake, he 


thundered, does- not prove an idea 
right or wrong; it merely kills a man. 
If the world is to be civilized there 
must be tolerance. No cause can thrive 
by killing off the doubters. 


If you cannot convince men's minds, 


you convict yourself of failure by try- 
ing to bludgeon them into conformity. 


Calvin reacted to this as' Hitler would 


react ot a defiant German Communist. 
Castellio escaped the stake only by 
dying of natural causes just as he was 
about to go on trial. Bvit what he had 
to say is still very much alive.

Well-Tried Plays Best in Scoring 


Zone, Says Oklahoma's Head Coach 


Team Has One-to-Three Chance of Putting Over 


. Touchdown When:20-Yard Line Is Reached, 


Problem'Harder.as Goal Neared

NORMAN, Okla.— Most coaches in 


their discussions, of strategy refer; to a 
first down' inside their opponents' 20- 
yard line, as a scoring opportunity. 


In one major game in the east this 


fall a team had 17 scoring opportunities 
and failed to cash in at all. 'In a con- 
test in the middle west the other Sat- 
urday afternoon a club was within the 
prescribed striking distance 11 'times, 
but it was no dice on each occasion.

and safety come up closer. 


Such a defensive area makes it very 


difficult for a running attack to func- 
tion. Passes are hard to complete. 
There is not room to scatter receivers 
and thus decoy the defensive backs out 
of position. 


This restricts the signal caller con- 


siderably in his choice of plays. In the 
use of passes, it means that the must 
be short and quickly executed. For 
the running attack it means primarily 
remembering 
any soft spots which 


may have been picked in the line in 
previous plays. 


Roper Teams Went Around 


Bill Roper famous Princeton coach 


some years ago, had a cardinal prin- 
ciple which he impressed on his signal 
callers in the zone of intense resistance. 
It was "never hit the middle of the 
line." 


I believe that most coaches would 


admit that there are exceptions to this 
rule. If the offensive line can handle 
the defensive line, and you have a 
good plunger, hit the middle of the 
line. It might be the be.st play. 


If the defensive ends are slashing, 


that i.s, driving in at a very fharp 
angle, the sweep may be the best 
play. The best play will be different 
in different games and probably for 
different scoring opportunities in the 
same game. 


I personally do not favor delayed 


plays through the rnidle of the zone of 
intended resistance. Delayed plays of 
deceptive nature might score, however. 
For instance, Princeton repelled Navy 
with a play of this type. 


By the simple process of dividing 10 


yards by four downs we find that if 
the signal caller can select four plays 
that will get his outfit two and a half 
yards per down, he can score. 


If he winds up on the fourth down 


with four or five yards or more to go, 
he really is in a tight spot. This is the 
time to pull something— a trick play, 
his best pass, or if three pjonts will 
give his club u margin, a field goal. 


Cun't Score Without Bull 


In tlie zone of intense resistance the 


rule is to remember the plays that 
have been working. This should in- 
dicate the spot to hit. If the defense 
shifts to stop this, the check play prob- 
ably will go. 


This answers the question whether it 


is advisable to mix plays in the zone 
of intense resistance, that i.s, go wide 
one time, through the middle another, 
and pass another. 


Say it is first down and goal to go 


on the opponents' nine-yard line. On 
which dov/n would it be best to for- 
ward pass'.' The answer is fourth 
down. 


Possession of the ball down here is 


too important to risk losing it without 
trying tn« other stuff first. It is true 


an. incomplelion in the end zone 


no longer is penalized by the ball going 
to the defense as a touchback, but eve. a 
so the cliarice of interception on an 
early down is too costly to risk.

The body is also cush- 
ioned in rubber on the frame, each 
body bolt being surrounded by rub- 
ber. There is no metal-to-metal con- 
tact. Other new ''quietness" features 
are Improved rubber cushioning of the 
engine, new fan design, refinements in 
the roar axle, and new interleaf spring 
pressure.lubricntlon. Even the cxhausc , 
manifolds and pipes have been altered 
to smooth the flow of gases from the 
engine. The muffler is also completely 
insulated from the chassis by rubber in 
the mounting brackets. 


The new all-steel body designs are 


important for the fact that no wood is 
used anywhere in the body structure. 
The huge steel stamping which forms 
the finely-moulded top of closed ears 
runs from the top of the windshield 
back to below the rear window and 
from side to side down to the top of 
(he door and side panels.

A Beautiful Car 


The new car, according to those who 


previewed it at the Ford dealer meet- 
ng in Detroit last week, is the most 
Beautiful Fcrd over built. Its sleek 
lines flow without a break from the 
smart radiator grille, through the new 
shield-type hootl, the new slanting 
V-type windshield and the sn.oothly 
moulded steel top to iho graceful re- 
verse curve of the rear quarter. 


Virtually every visible component 


of the car reflects the "tear drop" 
:orm—the headlamps moulded into the 
fender aprons, the highly crowned 
fenders, the chromium strips which 
border the hood louvers, the sweeping 
belt line, the arching curve cf Ihe top 
and the finely-formed rear body. 


The interior reveais the same metic- 


ulous attention to detail:,-. 'Ihe treat- 
ment is modern. Upholstery is pil- 
lowed, with wide plcat.s. Seats are 
wide, deep and soft-cushioned. The 
instrument panel is grained, with the 
dials and engine controls in front of the 
driver. Glove compartment i.s at the 
right side, with an ash tray in the 
middle and the windshield control at 
the top. £Uirter button is on the dash, 
the hand brake at the left under the 
panel, out of the way of the front 


seat passengers. 


Two Sizes of Engines 


From a mechanical standpoint the 


most important development in the 
new Ford is the 60 horsepower V-8 
engine. Although new to America, it 
has been built in England and France 
for more than a year for Ford cars 
designed for the European market. 
There it has been an outstanding suc- 
cess. 


The engine was developed primarily 


to give the American motoring public 
maximum fuel economy. Its introduc- 
tion marks an important deviation 
from the continuous trend during re- 
cent years toward higher horsepower 
and extreme performance. 
It per- 


mits a lighter car with resulting great- 
er economy. 


The new engine is approximately 


two-thirds the size of the larger unit. 
Its bore is 2.6 inches, stroke 3.2 inches 
and 
piston displacement 136 cubic 


inches, against 221 cubic inches for the 
larger engine. Equipped with the new 
engine, the car's top speed is about 
70 miles an hour, comfortable cruising 
speed 55 to 60 miles an hour. 


All the refinements of the big en- 


gine are incorporated in the smaller 
unit—cylinder blocks and crankcase 
catt integral, new cast alloy steel pis- 
tons, east alloy steel crankshaft, cast 


Hoy iron camshaft, high chrome nick- 
el alloy valves with high-tungsten 
chrome alloy .steel valve seat inserts, 
floating connecting rod bearings, dual 
downclraft carburetor, high compres- 
sion head, air cleaner, clirectecl-flow 
crankcase ventilation and new cool- 
ing system. 


Major improvements also have been 


made in the 85 horsepower engine. 
From an engineering standpoint most 
important is the use of new cast alloy 
steel pistons. Having approximately 
the fame rnte of expansion under heat 
at the metal of the cylinder blocks 
mo new pistons ean be fitted more 


closely. They are also more resistant to 
wear. These two features result in 
maintaining low oil consumption over 
longer periods. The engine is also 
quieter during warm-up. 
| 


The new engine cooling system im- 


proves substantially engine heat con- 
trol. The two water pumps are of 
higher circulating capacity and are lo- 
cated at the bottom of the cylinder 
blocks, giving more positive force 
pump action. The pumps are automat- 
ically lubricated and are self-sealing. 
A fan of new design has its entire cir- 
cumference located directly behind the 
radiator core where it can operate most 
efficiently. The improvements in the 
cooling system will be the most notice- 
able when the engines .are operatjflg 
under difficult conditions, particular- 
ly in hot weather or under heavy load. 


Cushioned in Rubber 


The engines arc cushioned at four 


points in rubber. Two rubber mount- 
ings are now used in the rear mount- 
ing, one on either side of the trans- 
mission. The cushions are similar to 
those used in the front mounting. 
Other engine changes include larger 
main bearings in the big engine and 
improvements in the electrical system. 


Virtually as important mechanically 


as the new smaller engine is the new 
"easy-action" braking system. ' It has 
greater stopping efficiency, with easier 
pedal action. 


Operated through cables in conduits, 


the brakes have controlled self-en- 
ergizing action. Rotation of wheels 
assists in increasing the breaking force, 
once the brakes are applied. This ac- 
tion is controlled effectively, giving 
the driver at all times complete con- 
trol. 
Ihe new braking system operates 


quietly. Its design is such that the axles 
are not affected by brake operation, 
nor is; such operation affected by axle 
motion clue to spring flexibility. Im- 
portant features . such as full length, 
large area brake linings, self-center- 
ing shoes and floating wetlge actuation 
are continued..
